Complete your bath 
with a film of skin-softening 
lotion all the way up- your legs 
from your toes. 


If you feel that fate was kind- 


er to others by giving them 
more graceful hips, more slen- 
der thighs, don't let the whole 
summer 
pass 
without doing 


something about it. First, check 
your posture. Put on shorts and 
stand in front of your mirror 
with feet together and knees 
pulled back hard. See how this 
rigid position forms a space be- 
tween your thighs and between 
your calves? 


Even if your legs are under- . 


weight, you can prevent this 


and toes pointing straight ahead. 
Relax your knees. 
Then twist 


your knees outward aid away 
from each other as you slowly 
bend them until they touch the 
wall. Repeat 10 times at (he 
start, then try to increase from 
day to day until you can repeat 
30 times. 


Thighs overweight? Concen- 


trate on reducing exercises like 
this one: Lie on your back on 
the floor. Stretch your arms out 
at shoulder level for balance. 
Raise both legs straight off the 
floor toward the ceiling and 
spread them wide apart. Then 
fling them together so that they 
cross each other as far as possi- 
ble. Repeat 15 limes, alternat- 
ing the criss-cross so each leg 
moves to both the front and back 
of the other leg. When you have 
increased to 50 times daily, you 
will be getting results. 


Results take effort, so don't 


stop until you've accomplished 
your purpose. And while you're 
working, keep up the good leg- 
grooming habits!

Peace Corps 
Members Run 
Into Paradox

SANO DOMINGO, Domini- 


can Republic (UPI)—A young 
Dominican rebel turned to the 
American Peace Corps worker 
who had just treated his wound 
and said: 


"It is very strange. You care 


for us so we can go out and 
shoot your people." 


That episode summarizes the 


paradoxical 
position 
Peace 


Corps workers find themselves 
in DOW that American Marines 
and paratroopers have landed 
in the Dominican Republic. 


The Peace Corps workers have 


been laboring hard to make 
friends for the United States. 
But now friends of the Peace 
Corps workers are not neces- 
sarily friends of the U.S.—and 
certainly not of the U.S. Ma- 
rines and paratroopers. 


The U.S. landing of military 


forces here has brought heart- 
break to many young members 
of the Peace Corps. 


"It has set back the image of 


the United States that we were 
trying to build by 50 years," 
said 26-year-old Alice Meehan, 
a nurse whose hometown is 
Belmar, N.J.

Pearson, 25, of Portsmouth, Va., 
also a registered nurse,

among the dozens of Peace

They came out briefly Mon- 


day night for "rest and "relaxa- 
tion and headed back Tuesday 
morning for the hospital in the 
rebel zone where they have 
been tending the wounded. 


Miss Pearson, a dark-haired, 


vivacious girl, described

scene in their hospital on the 
Monday after the uprising be- 
gan when Peace Corps Direc- 
tor in Santo Domingo Robert 
Satin ordered them to leave. 


"We said we wanted to stay," 


she recalled. "We went to an- 
other hospital and finally the 
Peace Corps said, 'All right 
stay.1 We were gone only about 
half 
an hour and when we 


came back the doctors kissed 
and patients got up and em- 
braced us. The hospital was 
jammed with wounded, all of 
them rebels."

produce "bottle bouquet" in most 
white and some red table wines 
by maintaining Ihem at about 125 
degrees Fahrenheit for four weeks 
in oxygenless containers.

stoppered bottles in the wine 
cellar. 


Dr. Singlelon hopes the work

The Trouble We're Seeing 


"You Americans," said the Foreign Minister of 


Ruritania, "are bound to lose out in this struggle for 
the world for one simple reason: you don't want to 
make trouble. This puts you at an intolerable disad- 
vantage in dealing with revolutionary foreign powers . 
whose one overriding aim in life .is to make trouble 
for you. 


Oh, boy, how they've got you on the hip! You have 


only ten fingers, but they've got the dikes leaking 
in at least thirty places and when you've used up all 
ten fingers the water's still flowing. 


"You didn't want trouble in South Vietnam. You 


just wanted to train the South Vietnamese to help 
themselves. A nice idea, and you are nice people. But 
the other side, specifically the not-so-nice Ho Chi Minn, 
very definitely wanted trouble. He even made use of 
a trail in Laos, which is outside his own country, to 
send the tools and the personnel for trouble-making into 
South Vietnam. I never hear you remark on the irony 
that the trail in Laos is called the Ho Chi Minn trail. 
Something the teach-ins might discuss. 


"To deal with the Ho Chi Mini) trouble you 


develop an ad hoc strategy. First it's helicopters 
to shift troops. Then it's marines. Then it's bomb- 
Ing bridges. But you still don't want any snore 
(rouble than is necessary to stop the ether fellow 
frnm causing trouble. He knows it, which gives 
him quite an advantage. He can shift the trouble 
elsewhere, and you, as an ad hoc power, must 
start all over again. 


"Look at what the trouble-makers have been doing 


to you since you first decided to put that finger in 
the dike in South Vietnam. They've started to invade 
your college campuses at home. You don't need many 
conspirators around to ge't a full-fledged, peace-at-any- 
price contagion going, especially when you have a 
nation whose historians always seem to overlook the 
pertinent facts of recent history. The president of 
Howard University, Dr. James M. Nabrit Jr., is out 
looking at the trouble-makers' picket lines on his 
campus one day, and whom does he see in the lines 
hut a Communist he once defended.

Gideonse at Brooklyn College had a somewhat similar 
experience. No, you can't prove it in court that Moscow 
and Peking are behind this new and explosive rebirth 
of the campus Left, and it would be 'McCarthyism' if 
you were to make allegations. But it's sure strange 
how all the dikes start leaking at once. 


"You send marines (o Vietnam, and the trouble- 


makers immediately find a way to divert some marines 
to the Caribbean. This outburst in the Dominican Re- 
public is a nice illustration of camouflaged trouble- 
making. 
Cuba's Fidel Castro makes a speech that 


blandly predicts guerrilla trouble in Guatemala. Colom- 
bia, Venezuela. And, to make his point clear, he sends 
several hundred new Havana-trained recruits into the 
Venezuelan and Colombian jungles. And Ihen, while 
everybody is looking at South America, the trouble 
comes in an island that is right next door to Castro's 
own Cuba. 


"While all this is going on, Miami's Channel Two 


of the National Educational Television Network is 
sponsoring a one-hour report, "Three Faces of 
Cuba,' which happens to have been produced by a 
man whose film lectures on Red China and East 
Germany have been exlravaganfly praised by Left- 
ist publications. The Cuban exiles in Miami were 
outraged by the claims that 'Three Faces of Cuba* 
is 'objective,' but this doesn't keep it from going to 
millions of American school kids as something 
'educational.1 


"Then, of course, there's an outbreak of 'banditry' 


in Thailand. A Canadian is killed on a bus at one of 
the 'bandit' roadblocks. Twenty-five trucks and cars 
are held up and robbed without a policeman showing 
up to stop it. Well, Stalin once held up banks, and 
maybe those in charge of Mao Tse-tung's promised 
Thailand subversion need cash. 


"What am I leading up to?" asked the Foreign 


Minister of Ruritania. "I'd just like to know why your 
country never has any truck with trouble-making on 
its own. 
Why don't you wink at the creation of a 


Liberation 
Committee 
for North Vietnam and 
a 


Government-in-Exile for Cuba? Why don't you let For- 
mosa buy landing craft? If you don't get the current 
flowing the other way through the other fellows' dikes, 
you're going to be in water up to your necks."

Do Small Nations Need A Trusteeship System? 


WASHINGTON - The state of 


anarchy in Santo Domingo, which 
caused the United States to send 
its troops to the island to protect 
the lives of Americans and other 
foreigners, points up one of the 
most serious challenges that faces 
the world—how to deal with coun- 
tries that are not yet capable of 
governing themselves. 
Whether 


Si's Vietnam or the Congo or the 
Dominican Republic, the basic 
problem is the same. 


Up to now homage has been 


paid to the concept of self-determ- 
ination and the independence of 
peoples, but. while this is a com- 
mendable 
theory, 
inability 
to 


apply it effectively has turned out 
in practice to be detrimental to 
human welfare and progress in 
many areas of the globe. 


The idea of self-determination 


received its biggest impetus in 
the peace pronouncements that 
came out of World War I, but the 
formula of trusteeships for back- 
ward areas which was sponsored 
by the League of Nations didn't 
last very long. Political pressures 
from within the country as well 
as from outside eventually brought 
about the withdrawal of all for- 
eign troops and civilian officials. 
The principle nevertheless 
still 


affords the only constructive solu- 
tion to the dilemma. 


The United Nations, in a sense, 


has adopted the same approach 
through its system of peace-keep- 
ing operations in Africa and in the 
Middle East. But what is really 
lacking is a harmonizing of ob- 
jectives and a sincerity of purpose 
on the part of the larger nations 
which are called upon to super- 
vise the evolution of the smaller 
states. 
Certainly if the United 


Nation itself were not torn asun- 
der by the political conflicts be- 
tween East and West and were 
not imperilled by the machina- 
tions of some of the Communist 
stooges among the smaller coun- 
tries, there would be a different

DEBATERS' FIELD DAY — 


The "Hawks" and the "Doves" 
have been having a debaters' 
field day over military policy in 
Viet Nam.

to

benefit of Red China through a 
general revulsion on the part of 
other Asiatic countries and peo- 
ples. 


Given the drawn-out nature of 


the struggle there, a temporary 
loss of momentum 
could not 


have any material effect on the 
ultimate 
outcome of the 
war 


should a "pause" prove unpro- 
ductive of negotiation overtures. 
Such a pause could in fact be 
conditioned on a moratorium on

build-up in 
Communist- 


originated supplies and mater- 
ial. 


Naturally, reconnaissance and 


intelligence 
operations 
would 


continue during the period and 
military actions

sumed at any time, being uni- 
lateral in nature. 


States government, which feels an 
obligation under international law 
to protect not only the lives of its 
own citizens but those of other 
countries as well in order that no 
provocation shall be given for 
European intervention in the af- 
fairs of the countries of this 
hemisphere. 


Collective action by the nations 


of the Western Hemisphere is 
logical, and no country wishes 
this any more fervently than does 
the United Slates.

There is need for the adoption 


now of a comprehensive project 
that would call for instantaneous 
intervention by the armed forces 
of a group of countries of the 
Organization of American States 
whenever a crisis develops any- 
where in which Ihe lives of for- 
eigners are endangered. 


The original Monroe Doctrine 


has been broadened and now is 
legalized by the U. N. Charter as 
a regional arrangement that per- 
mits the countries of this hemi- 
sphere to take care of their own 
problems. 
The episode in the 


Dominican 
Republic, 
however, 


could have a salutary outcome by 
developing a model for the hand- 
ling of similar disturbances in the 
smaller countries throughout the 
world. 


Foreign aid—not only financial 


and economic but military as well 
—can save the lives of many of 
the peoples in the weaker coun- 
tries which are today the potential 
victims of revolutions started by 
Communists and other enemies of 
democracy and freedom. An in- 
ternational trusteeship for limited 
periods could prove to be the best 
formula for the protection of the 
smaller nations.

crowds and embarrassing dem- 
onstrations—the real reason he 
canceled plans for foreign trips

year. 


Reason for this hostility is that 


we, not the Chinese, are consid- 
ered the Hitler-like aggressors in 
Viet Nam. Sen. Tom 
Dodd of 


Connecticut, Dean Rusk and the 
anti-critics don't seem to realize 
this, but whenever a 
powerful 


nation occupies the 
soil of a 


smaller nation, the larger is con- 
sidered (he aggressor. This is 
especially true when the large 
nation is white and the little na- 
tion is black, yellow, or brown. 
Are The Chinese Aggressors? 


There is also the Dean Rusk 


argument that China is the ag- 
gressor because it wants to play 
dominoes against the free world, 
knocking down Viet Nam, then 
Thailand, then all of Southeast 
Asia. 


Readers of this column know 


that I hold no brief for Red 
China. But history 
shows that 


the Chinese, through the cen- 
turies, have not been military 
aggressors. They have spread 
their influence through culture, 
industry, economics, not by war. 


It is true that the 
Mongol 


hordes, after first conquering the 
Chinese, swept over Europe, until 
finally subdued by the Chines* 
through 
economics 
and 
inter- 


marriage. 
. , 


But today the Chinese are so 


non-aggressive 
militarily 
that 


they permit U.S. fortifications on 
the isiands of Quemoy and Matsu 
to remain only three and twelve 
miies off the Chinese mainland. 


Quemoy is about as far from 


the Chinese metropolis of Amoy 
as Staten Island is from Mam 
hattan. 


President Johnson has landed 


troops in the Dominican Republic 
1,500 miles from New York be- 
cause he says a certain number 
of pro-Castro non-Dominicans par- 
ticipated in the revolution. 


Imagine how long he would per- 


mit Staten Jsland, if bristling with 
the guns and fortifications of a 
foreign power, to remain in New 
York Harbor without doing some- 
thing about it. 


On March 24, 1955, Admiral 


Robert Carney, then Chief of Na. 
val Operations, told Washington 
newsmen that the Chinese would 
invade Quemoy-Matsu by April 
15. That was ten years and three 
weeks ago. The Chinese have not 
invaded. 


It is true that the Chinese do 


not believe in coexistence, 
and 


have said so many, many times 
in the months of argument and 
name-calling with their Commun- 
ist rivals in Moscow. Students of 
their tactics believe that what 
they really stand for is warfare 
by political, economic, cultural 
subversion. 


Their merchants have migrated 


to the Philippines. Thailand, the 
Malays, 
and 
Indonesia, 
where 


they dominate the retail trade in 
those nations. They own most of 
the big department stores in Ma. 
nila. Jakarta, Singapore. 


But they have done this through 


hard work and native shrewd- 
ness, not war.
